All children entering grade three 
will not have reached the same level 
in 1eading A few will have learned 
the mechanics of reading so well that 
they could progress from here 
with very little further instruction, 
The average pupil, however, will 
need continued word drill and prac- 
\tice in oral reading, at-least to the 
end of grade four, The oral reading 
enables the teacher to judge his 
grasp of thougtt as well as his 
knowledge of the words, 

In grades five and six, we try to in- 
crease speed in silent reading, unders 
standing, and enjoyment. 

Timed silent reading tests are given 
in order that pupils may compare 
their rate of reading with others 
of the same grade. Slow readers 
‘are encouraged to make a conscious

effort to increase their reading speed. 
The work books contain many cares 
fully*prenared exercises whici': help 
in learning to use the dictionary to 
find both meaning and pronouncia- 
tion of new words. Comprehension 
tests are given to judge his progress 
in grasping the meaning of what he 
has read. i 

A certain amount of reading will be 
done in order to find information 
needed for reports. At tis stage 
the pupil is being taught to do a 
little research. 
search of a very elementary sort, but; 
it is one more step along the road to 
elf reliance, For this type of read- 
ing a definite assignment is given 
such as, “What sort of climate is 


To be gure it is re.’ 


needed for the growing of rice?” The 
teacher will indicate books, including 
the encyclopedia, where information 
on rice is to be found, The next step 
is to show the pupil how to skim 
through irrelevant material, He is 
taught to let his eye travel vertically 
rather than horizontally till be finds 
the information he is seeking, and 
then read carefully what relates to 
climate and rice. Having done this 
he will then be asked to report in his 
own words what the has learned. This 
type of reading requires a great 
deal of practice but should be master- 
ed by the time senior tiigh school is 
reached, 

Last but not least, we try to help 
children enjoy reading. Our now 
Canadian readers have been prepared 
with all types of reading in mind. 
There are selections for choral read- 
ing, selections for increasing vocab- 
ulary and comprehension, and many 
selections just to be read and enjoyed. | 
The last are important, for if a child 
never ‘learns to enjoy reading he will 
have been cheated of one of the 
great gifts of education,

Excellent Beet 
Crop In Manitoba 


WINNIPEG. — Several hundred 
Manitoba beet growers will receive 
a total of $1,250,000, 

Cheques for approximately that 
amount mailed by the Manitoba Sug- 
ar Company, Fort Garry, to contract 
growers as an initial payment for 
beets delivered in September, 

Company officials said that the in- 
itial payment of $9.40 a ton was the 
“highest on record.” Last year’s 
payment was $8 a ton. 

For the 1951 crop, farmers receiv- 
ed a total of $14.30 a ton. Company 
officials declined to speculate on what 
this year's final payment would be. 

Quality of the crop, including pur- 
ity and sugar content, was reported 
“considerably better than in previ- 
ous years.”
